owner  T.  J.  Walker.  Now,  Mr.  Walker  wants  to  start 
renovating  the  building,  and  they  need  to  find  another 
storage  facility. 

Mr.  Pickles  recommended  a  large  area  in  the 
basement  of  the  Town  House  which  has  recently  been 
cleared  out.  "There's  space  east  of  the  carpenter's  shop 
that  could  be  used,"  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "The  Recreation 
Committee  could  have  access  to  the  bulkhead  on  the  Main 
Street  side  of  the  Town  House.  That's  the  driest  part  of  the 
basement ...  but  I'd  still  recommend  putting  the 
equipment  on  pallets  just  to  be  safe." 

"This  would  be  a  good  temporary  solution  ...  and

agreed  to  discuss  the  possible  use  of  the  Sippican  School 
lockers  with  the  school  administration.  The  Recreation 
Committee  will  meet  again  with  the  board  on  July  28  to 
discuss  their  findings.

APPRAISAL  FOR 

While  most  home  sellers  rely 
on  recommendations  from 
agents  to  set  the  selling  price, 
this  may  not  work  in  all  cases. 
For  example,  your  land,  loca- 
tion or  house  may  be  so  unique 
that  the  use  of  comparable  sales 
for  pricing  is  non-existant.

Although  it 
is  simply  an  estimate  —  albeit 
an  informed  and  skilled  one  - 
it's  an  indication  of  how  much 
a  bank  might  value  your  prop- 
erty for  mortgage  loan  pur- 
poses.

Much  of  the  confusion  stems  from  the  variation 
between  address  numbers  of  adjacent  homes.  This 
confusion  often  causes  problems  with  dispatching 
emergency  personnel  from  either  Wareham  or  Rochester. 
"The  Wareham  numbers  are  way  off  from  our  numbers," 
Fire  Chief  Scott  Ashworth  said.  "Hopefully,  in  an 
emergency  situation,  this  (change)  will  help  locate 
addresses." 

"Part  of  the  problem  is  if  someone  calls  for  an 
emergency  and  they're  not  using  the  911  system,  we  need 
an  exact  address  to  send  them  to,"  said  Chief  Dispatcher 
Kathy  O'Brien. 

But  many  residents  present  for  the  hearing  felt 
that  this  change  wouldn't  help.  "Changing  the  numbers 
isn't  going  to  solve  the  problem,"  said  Dave  Menard. 
Others  noted  that  it's  not  confusing  at  all  to  them  —  all 
the  Rochester  addresses  are  odd  numbers,  while  the 
Wareham  addresses  are  even  numbers. 

Some  residents  felt  that  if  Wareham  is  so  adamant 
about  bringing  the  addresses  in  sequential  order,  they 
should  make  the  change.  "If  they  wanted  to  change 
something,  why  don't  they  change  the  Wareham  side?" 
asked  Gary  MacNeill. 

Sensing  an  almost-overwhelming  opposition  to 
the  proposal,  the  board  agreed  to  take  this  information 
back  to  the  next  joint  meeting  with  Wareham  officials  and 
would  thereafter  let  residents  know  what  the  next  step  in 
the  process  will  be. 

At  8:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Fire  Chief  Scott

Ashworth  regarding  state  requirements  for  future 
personnel  to  participate  in  a  Wellness  Program,  including 
both  physical  and  cognitive  testing.  "Anyone  that  was 
hired  prior  to  November  of  1996  is  exempt  from  the 
requirements,"  Chief  Ashworth  said.  "This  requirement  is 
only  for  newly-hired  personnel  after  that  date." 

Chief  Ashworth  added  that  with  a  part-time, 
volunteer  Fire  Department,  the  responsibility  for  funding 
this  program  —  which  will  cost  an  estimated  $300  to  $400 
per  person  —  would  fall  on  the  town.  The  state-mandated 
program  will  also  be  required  for  Police  Department 
personnel. 

"It's  a  good  program  ...  they  mean  well,"  added 
Police  Chief  Walter  Denham,  "but  it's  going  to  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  smaller  communities  (like  Rochester)." 

The  board  voted  to  allow  Chief  Ashworth  and 
Chief  Denham  to  work  together  to  coordinate  a  Wellness 
Program  for  both  the  town's  Fire  and  Police  Departments, 
and  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  how  much  it  will  cost  to  test 
potential  candidates. 

At  8:15  pm  the  board  met  with  Attorney  Eric 
Jaikes  regarding  a  proposed  article  to  discontinue  a 
portion  of  Old  Neck  Road.  According  to  Mr.  Jaikes,  he  is 
petitioning  the  discontinuance  of  a  portion  of  Old  Neck 
Road  on  behalf  of  his  clients,  the  John  Mutch  Company 
and  David  Mello.

only  require  the  approval  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners  for  discontinuance,  he  would  like  the 
Rochester  Board  of  Selectmen  to  submit  the  petition  via 
Town  Meeting  to  solidify  the  town's  accordance  with  the 
measure. 

"The  County  Commissioners  will,  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy  and  practice,  ask  the  town  if  they  approve  of  the 
discontinuance,"  Mr.  Jaikes  said.  "We'd  like  to  get  the 
endorsement  of  the  town  ...  and  have  the  Rochester 
Selectmen  petition  for  its  discontinuance." 

Mr.  Jaikes'  clients  hope  to  create  two  larger  single 
lots,  each  of  which  will  have  the  appropriate  frontage  on 
(New)  Neck  Road.  As  it  stands  now,  this  section  of  Old 
Neck  Road  somewhat  bisects  the  lots  in  question, 
rendering  them  unbuildable. 

The  board  agreed  to  have  the  Planning  Board 
review  this  request  and  make  their  recommendation 
directly  to  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners.

CANINE  DIARRHEA 

My  dog  has  diarrhea  more  than  once  a  week  for  the  past  month. 
He  eats  dog  chow  and  table  scraps.  Occasionally  there  is  blood  in 
the  stool  and  he  can't  always  control  himself  and  messes  indoors. 
What  can  1  do? 

The  key  to  controlling  illness  is  getting  a  correct  diagnosis 
and  then  treating  the  problem  appropriately.  First,  have 
your  veterinarian  examine  a  stool  specimine  to  check  for  in- 
testinal parasites.  Stop  feeding  your  dog  table  scaps.  If  no 
parasites  are  found  and  stopping  the  table  scraps  does  not 
resolve  the  problem,  try  changing  the  diet.  Eucanuba  brand 
foods  are  often  helpful  in  resolving  intestinal  upset  in  dogs. 

What  if  the  problem  continues? 

If  you  have  done  the  3  steps  described  above  and  the  dog 
still  has  diarrhea,  it  is  time  to  have  your  veterinarian  evalu- 
ate the  dog  and  possibly  perform  additional  tests  in  order  to 
obtain  a  diagnosis.  This  is  especially  important  if  your  dog 
lacks  his  normal  energy  level,  is  losing  weight  or  has  an  un- 
characteristically poor  appetite.

appointees.  Originally  from  Pembroke  and  now  residing 
in  Plympton,  MA,  Mr.  Kemmett  is  working  as  an  officer  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  and  previously  applied  for  a 
full-time  position  with  the  Rochester  department. 

The  board  agreed  to  appoint  Mr.  Kemmett  as  a 
full-time  officer  with  the  Rochester  Police  Department, 
contingent  upon  receipt  of  the  anticipated  COPS  Fast 
Grant  award  to  fund  the  position.  "We're  at  the  will  and 
mercy  of  the  federal  government,"  Chairman  Cutler  said. 
"Barring  that  potential  glitch,  we  can  appoint  (Mr. 
Kemmett)  tonight." 

Chief  Denham  also  wanted  to  discuss  a  proposal 
to  reorganize  the  ranking  of  the  Police  Department  which 
would  eliminate  the  lieutenant's  position  and  create  three 
sergeants'  positions  immediately  under  the  Chief  of 
Police.  "Essentially,  we'd  be  eliminating  one  position  and 
replacing  one  patrolman  with  a  sergeant,"  Chief  Denham 
said. 

Chief  Denham  rationalized  that  since  the 
Rochester  department  is  small,  it  made  more  sense  to 
have  three  supervisory  positions  under  him  to  provide 
"better  coverage"  during  all  shifts.  There  are  many 
situations,  he  said,  which  require  the  approval  of  a 
ranking  officer. 

"For  example,  to  have  a  car  removed  from  the 
road  requires  the  approval  of  a  sergeant  or  higher,"  Chief 
Denham  said.  "As  far  as  citations  are  concerned,  under 
state  statute  they  should  be  issued  by  a  sergeant  or 
higher."

Both  Chief  Denham  and  Executive  Secretary 
Dean  agreed  that  a  set  of  minimum  standards  should  be 
in  place  for  promoting  patrol  officers  to  the  rank  of 
sergeant.  Chief  Denham  also  said  an  independent  testing 
firm  from  Fall  River  would  be  brought  in  to  administer  a 
written  exam  for  this  purpose,  and  qualified  candidates 
would  have  to  have  served  for  at  least  two  years  as  a  full- 
time  patrol  officer  to  be  considered  for  promotion. 

Chief  Denham  noted  that  the  testing  would  cost 
under  $1,000  to  administer,  and  the  sergeants'  salaries 
would  be  based  on  the  current  top  position  of  $35,101.  He 
hopes  to  begin  the  testing  procedure  within  60  to  90  days, 
and  said  there  are  maybe  four  patrol  officers  eligible  for 
consideration  as  having  at  least  two  years'  experience. 
There  may  be  other  criteria  to  consider  as  part  of  a  "point 
system"  —  things  such  as  perfect  attendance  or 
commendations  would  earn  a  certain  amount  of  points. 

"I  like  this  for  a  couple  of  reasons,"  Chairman 
Cutler  said.  "Having  a  flatter  tier  makes  more  sense.  I'd 
like  to  move  forward  on  this  and  look  at  the  dollar  impact 
a  little  more  closely.  I'd  also  like  to  see  a  'point  evaluation' 
criteria  for  promotion." 

With  that,  the  board  voted  to  allow  Chief 
Denham  to  move  ahead  with  this  plan  for  reorganizing 
the  Police  Department. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the 
evening  at  9:36  pm.

home  and  are  considering  staying  here  for  quite  some  time. 

As  you  may  or  may  not  know,  there  has  been  some 
trapping  of  groundhogs  going  on  North  Street  by  a  private 
company  from  the  Boston  area  hired  by  a  woman  that  just 
moved  (to)  North  Street.

When  she  realized  that  I  was  not  impressed  by  the 
half -inch  square  area  of  paint  missing  from  one  of  her  steps,  she 
immediately  switched  her  reasoning  for  the  groundhog  killings 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  possible  for  groundhogs  to  carry  rabies. 
While  this  is  true,  it  is  also  true  that  you  or  I  or  any  mammal  can 
carry  the  rabies  virus  but  we  are  not  trapping  and  killing  other 
forms  of  wildlife  that  we  are  so  lucky  to  have  here  in 
Mattapoisett. 

Please  do  not  fall  for  the  scare  tactics  of  a  bored  woman 
that  has  nothing  better  to  do  than  worry  about  a  small  chip  of 
paint  that  fell  off  her  porch  and  to  cover  up  her  own  selfish 
reasons  to  kill  the  groundhogs  (which)  has  resorted  to  phony 
scare  tactics  which  she  has  already  used  on  adjoining  neighbors. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  rabies  in  Mattapoisett  or  in 
any  of  the  surrounding  towns  and  there  have  only  been  39  cases 
in  the  entire  state  —  most  of  which  were  out  in  western 
Massachusetts.

Veterans  Health  Benefits 

Incorrect  information  on  the  Internet  has 
prompted  the  Veterans  Office  for  Mattapoisett  and 
Rochester  to  issue  clarification  on  eligibility  of  veterans 
for  health  care.  The  reports  have  led  many  veterans  to 
worry  falsely  that  they  may  lose  their  VA  medical  benefits 
if  they  do  not  enroll  by  October  1, 1998.  The  Department 
of  Veterans  Affairs  is  mandated  by  the  Veterans  Health 
Care  Eligibility  Reform  Act  of  1996  to  establish  an 
enrollment  system  for  health  care  services  to  be  in  place 
by  October  1, 1998.  While  veterans  must  enroll  to  receive 
care,  it  does  not  mean  that  veterans  who  have  not  applied 
for  enrollment  by  that  time  will  lose  their  eligibility  for  VA

There's  Something  About  Mary  is  crude,  vulgar,  reprehensible,  and 
probably  a  threat  to  the  American  way  of  life  —  in  a  word,  hilarious. 
Directed  by  Rhode  Island  brothers  Bobby  and  Peter  Farrelly,  the 
disreputable  auteurs  who  made  Dumb  and  Dumber  and  Kingpin,  the 
movie  pours  two  unstableelements  into  the  same  flask:  romantic  comedy 
and  gross-out  humor.  The  Farrellys'  next  genre  should  be  the  tearjerker 
—  I'd  love  to  see  what  they'd  do  with  The 'Horse  Whisperer.  (Think  of  the 

Soignant  drama  as  Kristin  Scott  Thomas  in  her  high  heels  slips  on  cow 
op.) 

Cameron  Diaz  is  Mary,  the  Farrellys'  (and  many  other  guys') 
ideal  woman:  a  looker  who's  compassionate,  down  to  earth,  and  looking 
for  "a  paunchy  guy  who  likes  golf  and  beer."  She  hasn't  had  much  luck 
holding  onto  a  guy,  though,  and  in  the  film's  1985  flashback  opening 
sequence  we  learn  why:  Her  brother  Warren  (W.  Earl  Brown)  is  retarded 
and  tends  to  scare  people  away.  For  Mary,  this  is  just  as  well:  If  a  guy 
can't  deal  with  Warren,  she  doesn't  want  to  deal  with  the  guy. 

One  guy  who  gets  along  with  Mary  and  Warren  is  Ted  (Ben 
Stiller),  a  pimply  dweeb  with  braces  in  1985.  Touched  by  Ted's  well- 
meaning  (if  ineffectual)  defense  of  Warren  against  a  bully,  Mary  asks 
him  to  trie  prom  —  which  leads  to  an  escalating  series  of  mishaps,  some 
of  which  haven't  been  revealed  in  the  trailer,  so  I  won't  spoil  them.  Cut 
to  1998:  Ted,  now  a  freelance  writer,  is  still  haunted  by  the  memory  of 
Mary  (and  the  events  of  the  aborted  prom  night).  He  won't  be  able  to  get 
over  her  until  he  finds  out  what  sne's  doing  now,  so  he  hires  sleazo 
private  eye  Pat  Healy  (Matt  Dillon)  to  track  her  down  in  Miami.  Pat,  who 
is  paunchy  and  likes  beer,  takes  one  look  at  Mary  and  decides  to  take  up 
golf. 

The  movie  is  shrewdly  cast.  If  Ben  Stiller  hadn't  proved  in  Flirting 
with  Disaster  that  he's  willing  to  look  like  a  hapless  dork,  he  certainly

mows  it  here.  Hardly  a  scene  goes  by  that  he's  not 
beaten,  humiliated,  and  generally  degraded  —  he's 
a  great  sport,  like  Woody  Harrelson  in  the  better 
scenes  in  Kingpin  (a  much  less  successful  Farrelly 
effort).  Matt  Dillon  demolishes  what's  left  of  his 
teen-idol  image  from  the  '80's;  he  spends  half  the 
movie  in  ugly  fake  choppers.  His  performance  is 
even  funnier  if  you  caught  Wild  Things,  where  he 
played  another  kind  of  sap  in  the  middle  of  a  Miami  triangle.  Diaz,  as 
always,  is  a  fresh  and  stabilizing  presence;  her  beauty  is  an  effective 
counterpoint  to  all  the  grossness. 

But  if  There's  Something  About  Mary  is  a  hit  —  and  it  deserves  to 
be  —  W.  Earl  Brown  will  become  an  unlikely  star.  Brown  has  been 
around  the  margins  of  other  movies,  most  memorably  as  Kenny, 
Courteney  Cox's  doomed  cameraman  in  Scream,  but  here,  convincingly 
playing  the  cheerful  (and  sometimes  violent)  Warren,  he  breaks  out  and 
steals  the  movie.  One  Warren  scene  near  the  beginning  —  it  involves  Ted 
and  a  baseball  —  made  me  laugh  so  hard  I  got  lightheaded.  Brown 
makes  you  laugh  with  Warren,  not  at  him,  and  the  humor  in  his 
character  comes  from  how  others  react  to  him  (and  what  he  does  to 
them).  It's  not  long  before  he  wins  the  a  udience  over  completely;  he's  the 
best  movie  hero  of  the  summer. 

A  movie  like  this  is  difficult  to  review,  because  you  have  to 
suggest  how  funny  it  is  without  actually  explaining  why  (and  thus 
spoiling  the  jokes).  There's  a  vicious  little  dog,  as  you've  seen  in  the  ads, 
but  the  Farrellys  wisely  don't  overwork  him  —  and  the  jokes  always  go 
a  step  or  two  farther  than  what  you  saw  in  the  trailer.  There's  a  certain 
heartlessness  in  the  Farrellys'  approach  to  gross-out  humor,  but  this 
time  there's  some  heart,  too.  When  Mary  is  shown  at  her  job,  working 
with  retarded  people  like  her  brother,  the  scene  is  more  natural  and 
compassionate  than  you'd  expect  from  a  movie  like  this.  In  fact,  in  this 
comedy,  it's  mostly  the  "normal"  people  who  are  ugly,  stupid,  and 
laughable.  Very  laughable. 

The  Farrellys  stir  up  the  two  genres  in  the  flask,  and  the  result  is 
its  own  genre:  the  gross-out  romance.  They  already  did  the  gross-out 
road  movie  and  the  gross-out  sports  movie;  Mel  Brooks  has  done  the 
gross-out  Western  (Blazing  Saddles)  and  Peter  Jackson  has  done  the 
gross-out  horror  movie  (Dead  Alive),  so  I  suggest  the  Farrellys  turn  their 
comedic  focus  to  the  gross-out  blockbuster.  For  example,  wouldn't 
Armageddon  have  been  better  if  one  of  the  heroes  had  farted  in  his  space 
suit  just  once?  Or  if  Godzilla  had  the  runs?  Or  if  Mulder  had  leaned  in 
to  kiss  Scully,  only  to  see  a  big,  whistling  booger  hanging  from  her  nose?

Marion  Recreation  Path 

The  Marion  Planning  Board,  on  recommendation 
of  the  Circulation  Committee,  has  awarded  the  contract  to 
survey  the  physical  features  of  Converse  Road  from  Route 
6  to  the  beginning  of  Moorings  Road,  a  distance  of  almost 
two  miles,  to  GAF  Engineering  of  Mill  Street  in  Marion. 
The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  provide  the  committee 
with  the  base  knowledge  necessary  to  plan  a  multi- 
purpose recreation  path  along  the  roadway. 

The  Circulation  Committee  was  directed  by 
Marion  Town  Meeting  to  plan  multi-purpose  paths  on 
seven  town  roads.  The  physical  survey  of  Creek  Road  has 
been  accomplished,  and  when  the  Converse  Road 
contract  is  completed  the  Circulation  Committee  will 
move  expeditiously  to  survey  the  other  roads  designated 
—  Delano  Road,  Point  Road,  North  Front  Street,  County 
Road,  and  Route  6. 

In  preparation  for  the  next  road  survey,  a 
delineation  of  the  wetlands  along  Point  Road  is  being 
undertaken.  The  committee  expects  this  work  to  be 
accomplished  before  summer's  end. 

On  completion  of  the  survey  of  each  road,  the 
Circulation  Committee  will  create  schematic  design 
alternatives  for  the  path.  Safety  and  environmental 
concerns  will  be  paramount  in  the  development  of  all 
plans.  On  completion  of  alternative  schematics  for  each  of 
the  roads,  the  committee  will  hold  public  hearings  to 
obtain  the  input  of  interested  citizens. 

Completion  of  these  tasks  on  all  seven  roads  will 
fulfill  the  assignment  of  Town  Meeting.  The  Circulation 
Committee  will,  through  the  Planning  Board,  submit  the 
plans  for  the  paths  to  the  Selectmen  for  consideration  and 
appropriate  implementation.  All  of  the  paths  will  be 
planned  on  town-owned  land  and  will  involve  no  takings 
by  eminent  domain.  The  Circulation  Committee  is  not 
authorized  to  do  construction  work  of  any  kind,  and  its 
assignment  is  limited  to  planning  of  the  paths.
